FIRST SWISS PRO-JUVENTUTE 


Lester Newbern of Monroe, 
Michigan, calls attention to the 
fact that the first issue of Swiss 
Pro-Juventute stamps was issued 
in 1912. According to the Scott 
Catalog, the first issue was in 1913. 
However, the 1912 issue was of 
a different type stamp, more in the 
nature of our Red Cross Christ- 
mas issues. The Swiss stamp was 
sold at 2c and had no postal value. 
The success of the issue was such 
that beginning with 1913 the stamp 
was made with a postal value and 
sold at an additional price over 
face value and since 1913 it has 
become a custom in Switzerland to 
issue these stamps annually. 

Therefore if you want a com- 
plete set of Swiss Pro-Juventutes 
you must dig up the 1912 variety.

Those colorful bits of pa- 
per called stamps, which are 
so haphazardly glued to let- 

J ters when mailed, picture for 
| us a whole geography of the 
| world. Mrs. and Mr. Martin 
Johnson in their search for 
Simba on safari could not 
find in so short a time so 
many living things as come 
before us on such postage 
stamps. That lovable car- 
toon couple, Walt and Skee- 
i zix, sometime ago went on a 
postage stamp journey in the 
comic strip and visited sev- 
eral countries but did not go 
near wild life nor experience 
the dangers of big game 
| hunting. On this trip we are 
now about to start. 

Africa beckons us first, and 
we make for Liberia (colo- 
nised by American negroes) 
and land at its capital Mon- 
rovia where we set forth on 

| a great adventure. We dis- 
1 cover that much of the coun- 
t try is still wild and that 
there are jungles over a 
goodly part of it, with trees 
that we may admire from Li- 
berian postage stamps. 

As we proceed on our 
journey expectant, passing 
through junglelands, we 
' sometimes use canoes—per- 
haps like that on the 50 cent 

issue 1909, Liberia (Fig. 1)

{| —and skirt along native vil- 
lages such as shown on the 
, 75 cents 1909 issue (rig. 2). 
| Straw-roofed huts rise up 

like small pyramids, and 


\ black men may be seen about. 
¥ A negroid woman is busy at 
‘ -the bank of a river on a 15 
| cents issue of the 1909 series 
of Liberian postage (Fig. 3). 
| Thereafter it is not long 
before we catch sight of the 
’ first beasts. The first is an 
African elephant which lin- 
gers on the 1 cent issue 1906, 
and we hasten away for fear 
he may charge us. Another

elephant looms up suddenly on the 
2 cents issue of 1904, and we quick- 
en our steps. We pass another 
native village as on the 3 cents 
issue, 1914 (Fig. 4) and then lo- 
cate another beast of the wildlands. 
It is a chimpanzee on the 5 cents 
issue 1906. We are not noticed 
and breathe more easily knowing 
that these creatures could very 


well overpower us, had they the 
inclination. 

We take to our canoe again and 
paddle down a stream. As we do 
so we catch a glimpse of the great 
lizard on a 15 cents issue 1906 
(Fig. 5), called the agama lizard. 
He scurries into the water as we 
pass, and we hasten our paddling, 
as we do not fancy being upset.

We have not paddled far when 
a thundering noise comes to our 
ears, and turning our heads we find 
a giant hippopotamus tramping to 
the water’s edge on the 75 cents 
issue 1906 (Fig. 6). This canoe 
journey is short, but we observe 
things that we shall not soon for- 
get. A strange bird comes to 
view, the plantain eater on the 10 


cents issue 1906 (Fig. 7), and there 
is a great egret on the 20 cents 
issue of the same series (Fig. 8). 
As we land, once more to travel 
on foot, other creatures spring into 
sight. Luckily we are unmolested. 
A lyre-horned antelope, with 
stripes like a zebra and horns like 
a deer, passes us on the one cent 
issue of 1918 (Fig. 9). A still 


stranger being, the palm civet, 
furtively comes to view on the 2 
cents value of the same _ series 
(Fig. 10). As we leave the river 
bank we see on looking back a 
sinister appearing crocodile on the 
15 cents value of 1921 (Fig. 11). 

Practically every moment is 
breathless. Our journey is filled 
with excitement, and then we see 
two natives, carrying a great 
ivory tusk on the issue of 
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1923, 75 cents value. We 
view all of Liberia we are 
able to upon a journey, not- 
ing that strange growth, the 
traveler’s tree, which is 
named because its branches 
spread or travel so much. 
Once we have crossed the 
land within this republic— 
the only republic in Africa— 
our thirst for adventure is 
not yet quenched. We cross 
Africa then. We may go by 
auto or camel. French Su- 
dan stamps are some of those 
picturing for us this beast 
of burden which is used for 
travel over deserts like the 
Sahara we are about to cross 
(Fig. 12). 

Now and then we pause at 
wells for water and at other 
places to look momentarily 
upon native villages, the na- 
tives themselves, and any 
creatures that wander about. 
We are in French African 
territory, and suddenly we 
see a leopard scampering 
about on surcharged “Equa- 
torial Africa” French-Congo 
adhesives (Fig. 13). Such 
beasts send shivers up and 
down our spines, for we know 
full well that they are 
treacherous. If we were in 
the Malay Peninsula, we 
might view a tiger that 
comes charging at us on a 
5 cent colored stamp (Fig. 
14)! 

Elsewhere in the world we 
may find many other birds 
and beasts. The postage 
stamp album is filled with 
them. A Fiume (now Italian 
city) stamp shows us a wolf 
(Fig. 15). A French Guiana 
stamp (Fig. 16) shows us 
a very clear view of that 
peculiar creature the ant- 
eater, so named because he 
enjoys no meal better than 
that of the little but pestif- 
erous ants. 

Western Australia comes 
forward, on its stamps, with 
a swan, a beautiful water 
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creature with the long, curved neck 
(Fig. 17). Australia presents to 
us the hopping and powerful kan- 
garoo (Fig. 18), which is one of 
the best kickers we know. 

The field is not yet by any 
means exhausted, nor is our ad- 
venturous appetite satiated. There 
are scores of postage stamps that 
have not come before our view; we 
turn the pages expectant and curi- 
ous. A Pommi fish is shown us 
on a 50 cents 1918 value from Li- 
beria. A cod from Newfoundland 
swims by on a postage stamp, and 
we sense the odor of the salty 
ocean! 

Postage stamps tell us of 
strange birds such as the kaka or 
hawk-billed parrot on an 1897 
Tongo postage stamp. Turning 
again to Newfoundland we see a 
seal and find two varieties. The 
one shows a seal with feet and 
claws, which never existed, for the 
designer who made that stamp was 
not familiar with the creature. 
But the real seal, something like 
fourteen years afterward, was de- 
signed for a stamp to supplant the 
foregoing “error.” 

Newfoundland still attracts us. 
We find the curious birds, called 
ptarmigans, on the 12 cents 1897 
issue (Fig. 19). Then also comes 
the caribou, pretty animal and 
sought for by hunters. We find a 
view of a hunter with a gun, after 
caribou, on the 4 cents issue New- 
foundland of 1897. We likewise 
see fishermen with lines out for 
salmon. Views of the country 
come to us from Newfoundland. 
An iceberg off St. John’s appears 
on the 35 cents 1897 issue; and a 
view of the landfall of Cabot and 
Cape Bonavista shows on the same 
series, 3 cents value. If we de- 
sire to know the contour of this 
island country, the 2 cents 1901 
postage stamps give us Newfound- 
land’s map. Newfoundland is one 
island with lakes and not a group 


of three larger islands as is er- 
roneously shown on the U. S. 10 
cents airmail adhesive postage 
with the Lindbergh plane. 

Proceeding to other countries 
finally, we come upon the llama, 
beast of burden whose coat is used 
for fur, seen on stamps of Peru. 
They are strange beasts to us, and 
we learn that the llama in Peru, 
the yak in Tibet, the reindeer in 
Alaska, Siberia, and Northern 
Canada, and the camel in the Sa- 
hara are employed as we have em- 
ployed the horse. 

From Nyassa the giraffe scam- 
pers by. Long of neck and stiff 
of legs, his walk is really funny 
to watch. The giraffe appears on 
the 1901 series. Nyassa has other 
beasts, like the zebra, the striped 
animal which looks like an ass. 

From Borneo comes the bruang 
or sunbear on the 10 cents value 
of the series of 1902. From this 
same land, which partly is still un- 
settled, (series 1899) the orangu- 
tang scampers by. We are amused 
and terrified in succession. From 
North Borneo (1893 series) we ob- 
serve the Maya stag on a 2 cents 
value. 

Pretty and homely, laughable 
terrifying, strange and lovable are 
the creatures of the earth we meet. 
There is no greater array of them 
than is to be located on the pictur- 
esque stamps of the world. 

From the 5 cents value of 1893 
series of North Borneo we discover 
the beautiful bird with the color- 
ful tail-spread, called the Argus 
pheasant. We linger near it for 
a moment with pleasure and pass 
on. Still the adventure has not 
ended. 

The emu, which is a member of 
a dying race of creatures, comes 
to light on the 1888 series of New 
South Wales in Australia (Fig. 20) 
and we cannot forget the lions, 
real and fanciful, that rivet our

a lion. He wears a monarchial 
crown, a strange device to be 
adopted for a republic. One of 
Finland’s lions, on an earlier stamp 
(Fig. 22), wields a sabre! Sweden 
pictures us a lion (Fig. 23) as ex- 
plorers, hunters, and adventurers 
know him. 

If we believed in dragons we 
might take seriously those stamps 
which picture to us these mythi- 
cal creatures of horror. One of 
these is found on Latvian postage 
(Fig. 24) with a brave knight, 
who is attempting to slay the 
monster. From Armenia we have 
reproduced, from sculpture at Ani, 
certain other strange mythical 
creatures, monsters which never 
existed excepting in the imagina- 
tion. 

The postage stamp album carries 
us on exciting and wonderful jour- 
neys. We are interested, and be- 
ing interested we are educated. 
Finding these creatures, we desire 
to know something of them and 
about them.

The 
voyages of Columbus, of Cabot, of 
Captain James Cook—all of which 
are shown by postage stamps— 
were no more exciting to those in- 
trepid seamen than a modern ex- 
plorer; and we may breathe, snugly 
at home, the odor of adventure and 
romance and experience quickened 
heartbeats, just from the many at- 
tractive postage stamps that have 
appeared all about this old world 
of ours.

A GREAT FIND 


A fifteen year old boy at Long 
Island recently found a post card 
with a picture of an old plane on 
one side and address, sticker and 
message on the face. He sent it 
to Donald Dickason for identifica- 
tion and LO, and BEHOLD, it 
turns out to be the third known 
copy of the Calbraith Rodgers card 
of 1911. These cards have just 
been fully described in the Airpost 
Journal and the Historical Air 
Mail Catalogue. The writer had 
the opportunity and pleasure to ex- 
amine this card and without a 
doubt it is a genuine Cal. Rodgers 
card. The same person who wrote 
the message on this card wrote it 
on the one which is illustrated in 
the Catalogue; it was postmarked 
at Imperial Junction, Cal., on Nov. 
4, 1911, addressed to Los Angeles, 
and bears Los Angeles and Pasa- 
dena postmarks. It is one of the 
FINDS of recent months, and 
many of us would like to own such 
a cover. This is another of those 
Historical Covers, about which 
some of our friends argue pro and 
con, however, I’ll bet there is not 
a COLLECTOR living who would 
not like to own this piece.

At first he 
believed that the imperfection was 
caused by a piece of dust on the 
paper during printing, and wiped 
off after the stamp was printed. 
However, the shape of the space 
(Just following the inside contour 
of the “C”) makes that supposi- 
tion seem improbable. Has any 
reader seen that variety?

20c Canal Zone Air Mail stamp.

Jan. 2, 1930. Quite an interesting 
combination.

Have you ever given a thought 
to this little country? If mounted 
properly, it should form an inter- 
esting collection, and the joy of 
completing it would amply repay 
any time spent hunting the elusive 
items. 

Only 76 major varieties were 
issued since 1886, with the large 
percentage of 36 minor varieties, 
errors, double surcharges, ete.— 
totaling, all told 112 stamps. 

Many dealers cannot supply all 
one’s wants, in this country, but 
half the joy in collecting is finding 
the stamp to complete a set (or 
page). 

At most, there are only about 
five stamps which Scott catalogues 
over $10.00, and the only really ex- 
pensive stamps are the 1893, 214d. 
on 2d. double surcharge and the 
1897, 7%d. inverted center. Most 
of the stamps are of medium cat- 
alogue, the majority cataloging be- 
tween 50c and $1.50. And while 
it is harder to complete this coun- 
try than White Russia, the reader 
ie find it a pleasant and easy 
job.

NIBELUNGENLIED 





In 1926, Austria picturized one 
of the old German legends. That 
is; the story of Siegfried and 
Kriemhilde. The legend dates back 
to the time when Germanic tribes 
were still wild, living in little 
tribes. 

Siegfried, in his youth, was a 
person of great physical strength. 
While roaming about, he came up- 
on a dragon, so the legend goes, 
and, after a hard struggle, he 
killed it. (3gr.) He then washed 
himself with the blood of the drag- 
on and became invulnerable except 
for a spot in the middle of his back 
which had been covered by a leaf. 
In the course of his wanderings, 
Siegfried came to the court of Gun- 
ther who desired to win the war- 
like maiden of the north, Brunhild. 
To win her it was necessary to 
vanquish her in battle. Siegfried 
agreed to help him if he, in turn, 
would grant Siegfried, his sister’s 
hand in marriage. Their depar- 
ture for Iceland was one of pomp 
and glory. (8gr) The adventure 
was successful and Siegfried and 
Kriemhilde were married; bringing 
to a close the first phase of the 
legend. 

The second phase deals with 
Kriemhilde’s revenge. Kriemhilde 
and Brunhilde soon became envious 
of each other’s position and a quar- 
rel ensues (15gr) in which Kriem- 
hilde, angered, tells Brunhilde that 
it was Siegfried who vanquished 
her and the plot thickens. Hagen, 
the villian of the story, at the in- 
stigation of Brunhilde, ekes Sieg- 
frieds secret out of Kriemhilde. 
While on a hunting trip Hagen 
kills Siegfried. Rudiger, the Hun- 
garian, then woos and wins the fair 
Kriemhilde and they live in happi- 
ness for thirteen years. 

The Nibelungen then visit 
Kriemhilde who has invited them 
for the purpose of taking her re- 
venge. Hagen, having been fore- 
warned, (20gr) realizes the danger, 
but is compelled to accompany the 
King. Upon their arrival they are 
warmly greeted by Rudiger (24gr). 
When they are all in the castle, the 
slaughter begins. Hagen is at last 
mortally wounded by Diedrich 
(40gr). Kriemhilde, seeing this, 
takes Siegfried’s sword and cuts 
his head off. Outraged by this act, 








Hildegarde, Diedrich’s henchman, 
kills her and thus ends the Nibel- 
ungen. 

If the general purpose of the 
Austrian Government was to de- 
pict something truly native; then 
they have succeeded. In an earlier 
issue many cities were portrayed; 
but these cities are only familiar 
to their inhabitants and are al- 
most meaningless to the rural pop- 
ulation. By displaying the Ger- 
manic legend they have produced 
something of common interest. 


EVOLUTION OF 
ARCHITECTURE 





A collection of postage stamps 
is, in a measure, a record of the 
change in the styles of architec- 
ture. The primitive huts of New 
Guinea and Liberia, as well as the 
teepees of Tannou Touva, might 
easily have belonged to a neolithic 
savage. Then came mammoth, 
lasting monuments, the pyramids, 
requiring the labor of 100,000 men 
for a period of twenty years. 

This period was succeeded by an 
outstanding era, the age of Greece. 
The products of this period, both 
educational and physical have been 
looked up to ever since. Greece, 
glorious in its past, has depicted 
the ruins of the Acropolis and the 
Parthenon. Unfortunately the lat- 
ter was partly destroyed by the 
Turks in the eighteenth century. 
As the center of power changes 
from Athens to Rome, so changed 
the style of architecture from 
Grecian to Roman. With Roman 
dominion went Roman style. This 
fact is borne out by the many ruins 
which are depicted on the stamps 
of the countries bordering the 
Mediterranean sea. As Roman 
power declined and the control 
passed into the hands of the less 
civilized northerners, the necessity 
of a means of defense was pre- 
eminent. 

In answer to this came the 
castle, grey, bleak, mighty. Many 
of these are portrayed on the 
stamps of central Europe. The 
same fervent spirit, which sent 
men away from their homes to the 
Holy Land inspired them in the 
construction of their cathedrals, 
the outstanding works of the 


period. Many of them were built 
over a period of three hundred 
years. They are shown on many 
stamps, especially those of Bel- 
gium. 

As this development was taking- 
place in western Europe, Moham- 
edism was spreading throughout

the Orient. Their tall stately min- 
arets are depicted on the stamps 
of Tripolitania as well as on the 
unofficial issues of Morocco. As 
Turkey over ran _ southeastern 
Europe, she developed her style of 
building, and spread it with her 
civilization. Byzantine structures 
are shown on the stamps of Russia, 
Azerbaidjan and Turkey. 

Now almost every country por- 
trays the outstanding buildings 
from the Capitol of the United 
States to the palace of San Marino. 

Not only are the outstanding edi- 
fices portrayed, but also many na- 
tive homes. These, because of 
their inattractiveness, are general- 
ly depicted in groups, for example, 
the fifty milliemes of the 1914 is- 
sue of Egypt. In this stamp a por- 
tion of an Oriental city with its 
turrets and domes is shown. An- 
other example of this is the 1923 
issue of Austria in which both the 
outstanding as well as the com- 
monplace buildings are portrayed. 

Many grotesque, unnatural 
structures are brought to our view. 
On the Chinese stamps, one sees 
the strange pagodas while Japan 
depicts her odd palaces.

BOGACHES FROM YEMEN 


We learn from the Postal Bulle- 
tin that the postage on a letter 
from Yemen is 6 bogaches in the 
first weight unit and 4 bogaches 
additional unit. Prints, etc., are 
mailable at 50 grams for 1 bogsha. 

To a stamp collector who is a 
student of Scott’s Catalog this all 
sounds queer for we find neither 
“Yemen”, “bogsha” or “bogaches” 
in the catalog. The Postal Bulle- 
tin further states that “according 
to information furnished by the 
Postal Administration of Yemen 
to the International Bureau of the 
Universal Postal Union, 1 bogsha 
is the equivalent of 6 centimes 
gold. 
That is as far as we can get in 
the Postal Bulletin but referring 
to the New International Encyclo- 
paedia we learn much of interest 
about Yemen. 

“Yemen is a region in the south- 

west corner of Arabia, extending 
along the coast of the Red Sea 
from Hejaz to the Strait of Bab- 
el-Mendeb. It forms part of the 
Turkish Empire, area about 73,800 
square miles. Yemen is the south- 
ern and most favored part of the 
ancient Arabia Felix or Happy 
Arabia. Population is about 750,- 
000. The country passed under the 
dominion of the Turks in the six- 
teenth century. In 1630 the Arabs 
drove out the Turks, and later the 
Imam of Sana became a powerful 
potentate ruling over an extensive 
domain. In 1872 the land came 
under the rule of the Turks again, 
and in recent years a constant un- 
rest among the Yemenis is appar- 
ent which arises from the falling 
off of their export trade in coffee 
and frankincense under Turkish 
rule.” 
. Therefore, does the Postal Bul- 
letin notice forecast postage 
stamps from Yemen with values 
in bogaches and bogsha?
